ferve,  that,  (hould  oiir  Reviewer  get  hii 
head  broke  by  fomC  ruffian  in  the  hoafe 
of  his  friend,  who  took  no  other  notice 
of  it  than  to  intimate, 'that  any  gentle* 
man  that  plcafed  might  apply  a  plaifter  ; 
what  would  he  think,  and  what  he 
would  do  in  that  event,  I  leave  .with 
himfelf ;  nor  would  the  excufe  of  his  ac¬

Mr  Gibb's  produdioni*  1  am  none  of 
his  party ;  and  this  H  not  faid  ai  intend¬ 
ing  to  wi^  off  an  odiumt  hot  to  prevent 
the  Imputation  of  partiaility.  I  coolly 
afk  our  Reviewers,'  what  light  is  tbfowa 
on  the  fubjed  bv  this  fronleal  addrefs, 
Vol.  ii.  P..477*  “Lo,.now,  O  reverend 
Mr  Adam  Otbb  f'*  Whether  docn  Ihii 
mod  refcmble  the  irgumentetion  of  leea 
of  fieieocci  Qr  tht  alteicttioe  of  fchiiii 
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boys?— Again,  how  h:<Tc  they  come  by 
this  new  method  (imitation)  making 
their  readers  acquainted  with  the  ftilc  of 
an  author?  1  thought  the  bift,  the  only 
way  had  been  to  tranferibe  a  paragraph 
or  two,  and  let  rcadcrii  judge  lor  them* 
fei?cs;  and,  as  their  imitation  has  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  original,  I  beg  leave  to  tell 
them,  that  it  is  vxtremely  dilficult,  if 
not  irupi.lTiblr,  txae^iy  to  imitate  the 
voice,  the  peltuic,  the  fide,  the  hand¬ 
writing,  ^vc  of  Of  her  men;  and  though,

oblervcd  them  guilty  of  it  in  any  other 
review,  and  hope  never  fti.  11. 

Oi.r  Reviewers,  1*.  550.  are  very  jo- 
cole  with  the  dijJ^9ciatten  of  the  aj[o' 
eiatitn,  which,  liom  the  common  prin¬ 
ciples  of  humanity,  1  muft  cordemn. 
At  Sparta  the  magittraics  law  a  b(  y  put¬ 
ting  a  bird  to  death,  and  fpoiting  him- 
felf  with  its  agonies.  'I'hty  thereby 
learned  that  by  nature  he  was  cruel, 
and.  left  he  might  come  one  day  to  hold 
an  (  fhcc  in  the  republic,  and  continue  his 
paftime,  but  change  the  vidlims.thcy  or¬ 
dered  him  to  be  put  to  dtath.  Now, 
though  I  neither  apply  the  ftory,  nor  .ap¬ 
prove  the  fcntercc,  yet,  when  we  arc 
quite  inleiifihle  of  the  fufierings  of  ftran- 
gers,  we  will  never  feci  inuch  (or  our 
friends.  I  nevtr  rtad  an  hiftorian  that 
was  half  fo  merry  .alKiiil  the  papal  fchifm 
(tho’  two  iiifMiIibie  heads  in  the  church 
It  once  ftruck  at  the  root  of  the  boafttd 
infal)abilit>);fince  Pope  againft  Pope  pro¬ 
ved  the  dertr uif^ion  of  men, but  not  the  fall 
®f  Antichrift.  In  one  thing  I  ftiall  fpcak 
•  the  fenfe  of  the  Reviewers,  that  I  may 
reprove  them  in  another.  A  few'  re- 
fradlory  fons,  after  a  courfc  of  difobedi* 
cncc,  make  an  elopement,  and  live  to¬ 
gether,  deaf  to  all  admonitions  to  return 
to  their  duty,  and  their  antient  abode. 
In  pr'Kreis  of  time  they  fall  out  among 
tbcmiclvrs,  and  divide  again;  but  nei¬ 
ther  of  the  parties  returns  to  the  houfc 
which  they  left  at  ftrft;  therefore  their 
diflbeiation  may  feaft  malevolence,  but 
can  afford  no  grounds  for  a  manly  joy. 

As  1  bate  dilputation,  and  ftill  more 
hate  to  blacken  any  chara^er,  1  am  glad 
to  find  the  grounds  of  my  complaint 
tgaioft  their  opinion  of  Adam’s  federal 
fclatinn,  Vol.  ii*  P.  551.  intirely  remo¬ 
ved  P.  708.  aod  Vol/iii.  P.  104. ;  but  1 


befeech  them  to  be  more  confiftent  for 
the  future. 

With  great  deference,  I  think  our  Re- 
viewers  dwell  too  long  on  fomc  publici* 
tionji;  and  1  confefk  tkat  I  am  apt  fome- 
times  to  think  that  1  am  favoured  with 
an  abridgment,  and  not  a  review.^  They 
arc  alfo  remarkable  for  their  patience*  ill 
rakuig  together,  not  famples  only, but  the 
whole  (lock  of  oddities,  uncouth  or  ob- 
lulctc  words,  vulgarifms,  grammatical 
miftakcfi.  See.  &c.  of  an  author;  nor  are  . 
they  Icfs  profulc  in  their  commenda¬ 
tions. 

Their  review  of  Dr  Piieftlcy’s  infti- 
tutes  muft  do  them  honour.  Their'*ar« 
giiments  arc  native,  clear  and  conclufivc; 
but  in  whatever  light  the  dc-dtor  might 
appear  to  them,  I  wifti  they  had  not 
made  the  moft  diftant  comparifon  be¬ 
tween  him  and  the  herald  of  a  puppet* 
ihow^  V  j1.  ii.  P.  701. ;  nor  called  him, 
P.  709.  the  angtlic  Dr  PrieJlUy.  which 
muft  be  ironically.  As  a  man,  he  has 
fine  parts;  as  a  phitofopher, he  has  made 
dilcoveries  which  have  carried  his  fame 
to  foreign  countries.  What  a  pity,  then, 
that  only  in  the  one  thing  excellent  he 
Ihould  not  excel  !  And  what  pleafure 
would  it  afford  all  the  lovers  of  fcicnce 
to  fee  fuch  a  genius. recovered  from  er¬ 
rors  fogrofs  and  abfurd  !  But  Reviewers, 
and  all  ch>rmpion.s  in  controverly,  Ihould 
never  meddle  with  perfonal  chara^ers, 
(arcaftical  refledtions,  and  (hould  even 
avoid  rallies  of  wit,  or  any  thing  that 
may  ruflle  the  temper  of  their  opponent; 
and  in  a  clear,  convincing,  and  compaf- 
lionate  manner,  confute  the  dogmas  of 
their  antagonift,  who,  when  he  finds 
himfclf  genteelly  ufed,  is  convinced  that 
the  writer  is  his  friend,  and  opens  bt«  ryes 
tt)  the  force  of  his  arguments  t  indeed 
great  moderation  is  well  beftowed  to  re¬ 
cover  the  ringleader  of  a  fedt,  the  author 
of  a  herefy,  or  the  head  of  a  party;  fcilr, 
as  the  death  of  a  commander  in  chief 
difpirits  the  whole  army,  and  fometimes 
makes  them  lofe  the  field;  fo,  when  aa 
arch-heretic  is  reclaimed,  confcflTes  bis 
miftakes,  and  renounces  them  before  the 
world,  hit  party  decrcafes  every  day  till 
it  becomes  inconfiderable. 

Tho’  none  can  have  the  dodtor’s  opi¬ 
nions  in  greater  abhorrence  thand  ha^, 
yet,  that  phrtnzj  or  idiotifm  madt 
him  fniftakcf  is  rather  too  liarfb*  An 
idiot  or  a  madman  cannot  be  an  autbor; 
aod  be  muft  have  a  ftreng  itch.  Iqr  air 
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▼city  that  collects  all  the  fublilety  of 
learning,  the  force  of'  genius,  and  the 
ftrength  of  argument  to  fupport  what  he 
believes  not :  but  it  is  an  humiliating 
profpe<ft  to  fee  men  of  uncommon  erudi* 
tion,  and  bright  parti, .adopting  the  moft 
glaring  contradi^ioni,  and  looking  down 
with  difdain  on  thofe  who  will  nut  fee 
with  the  fame  eyei,  as  benighted  in  the 
darknefs  of  their  own  contracted  mindi. 
It  is  remarkable  of  the  great  Sir  ll'aac 
Newton  and  his  fecond,  that  they  attri¬ 
buted  entity  to  fpacc,  and  infinite  exten- 
fion  to  this  entity ;  yea,  made  fpacc  the 
fenfurium  of  the  Deity,  yet  never  went 
the  length  to  afiirm  that  fpacc  was  God. 
Examples  of  this  kind  iliould  ferve  as 
beacuns  to  all  great  geniufes,  roufe  up 
the  molt  tender  compaliion  towards 
thofe  that  err,  and  dalb  their  own  felf* 
confidence.  Though  Dr  Prieftlcy  was 
pleafed  to  treat  with  abundance  of  .con¬ 
tempt  fome  of  the  gentlemen  on  whofe 
works  he  animadverted,  yet  treatment 
of  this  kind  is  never  to  be  retaliated.  It 
is  more  noble  to  be  proof  againft  low 
irafeibility,  than  to  catch  fire  at  the 
flaflies  of  a  pen  Jhat  writes  confclous  of 
its  own  fuperior  abilities.  Where  dif- 
putaots  or  Reviewers  handle  a  fubjeCt 
with  extreme  rigour,  however  juftly,  it 
has  the  fame  effeCI  on  their  opponents 
that  the  general  of  an  army’s  proclaim¬ 
ing,  before  an  engagement,  that  the  ene¬ 
my  were  to  txpeCt  no  uuarter,  would 
have  on  them  to  a  man,  that  is^  to  make 
them  either  conquer,  or  fell  their  lives 
as  dear  as  they  can. 

Although  1  cannot  be  of  their  opinion, 
that  holy  fpirits  may  be  ftill  peccable, 
yet  I  think  this  review  of  the  doCtor  is  a 
mafferly  performance ;  and  if  a  proof  fo 
firoDg  and  clear  make  no  impreflion,  1 
•  am  afraid  nothing  but  the  melancholy 
experience  of  the  unhappy  unbelievers 
will  be  able  to  convince,  which  1  depre¬ 
cate. 

Though  confeious  of  their  great  abili¬ 
ties  as  critics,  yet  I  am  humbly  of  opi¬ 
nion,  that  they  arc  nice  toexcefs  in  their 
ftridurcs  on  Kaimei’s  Sketches,  '6cc. 
Vol.  ii.  P.  555.  Their  intention,  in¬ 
deed,  is  laudable,  **  to  inftru^  the  youth¬ 
ful  and  unexperienced.”  I  (hall  glance 
at  fome  of  their  remarks. 

Remark  1.  They  fay,  "  •whofty  in 
grammatical  propriety,  is  only  applied  to 
perfoiis.”  Lowtb  alfo  thinks  it  impro¬ 
perly  ufed  in(tead  0/  nuhigb  ;  but  good 
authprs  ufc  it  {9$  and  ^Qhnfon  makes  it 
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the  genitive  of  nuhich  as  well  as  of  wA#. 

I  cannot  help  thuikiag  that  fometimeS' 
nahofe  is  more  elegant  than  cf  ^bicht 
though  not  applied  to  perfons;  as  in 
that  beautiful  defeription  of  the  tree^ 
Dan.  iv.  ao,  ai.  “  The  tree  which  thou 

*  (awcfl,  which  grew  and  was  ftrong, 

*  whole  height  reached  unto  the  hea- 

*  vet  s,  and  the  fight  thereof  to  all  the 
‘  earth;  whofe  leaves  were  fair,  and  the 

'  fruit  thereof  much ;  and  in  it  wat 
‘  meat  for  all ;  under  which  the  bcaltt 
'  of  the  earth  dwelt,  and  upon  whofo 

*  branches  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  bad 
‘  their  habitation.” 

a.  As  animals  in  general  have  tails  (e 
few  excepted),  therefore  the  want  of  a 
general  charaderifiic,  as  well  as  a  varie¬ 
ty  ill  it,  is  no  improper  diftin^ion. 
Thus  writers  on  botany  have  founded  a 
variety  in  the  calyx  of  flowers,  which  if 
either  tingle,  double,  or  waattog*  Now 
there  can  be  no  variety  in  what  is  not; 
neverthelefs  a  flower  that  has  no  calyx 
is  thereby  known  from  fueb  as  have  the 
calyx  tingle  or  double. 

3.  As  men  are  never  put  to  paflure 
like  herds  and  flocks,  fo  they  cannot  be 
ftraitened  in  their  pafture ;  but  it  is  the 
province  of  the  poflicflbrs  to  obferve 
when  their  cattle  are  ftraitened,  and  to 
provide  for  them.  It  is  almoft  impoffible 
to  disjoin  the  idea  of  cattle  from  that  of 
pafture,  fo  that  the  expreffion  needs  not 
be  more  explicit.  It  is  a  common  form  of 
fpeech  to  fay.  Such  a  farmer  has  eat  all  ' 
his  fodder ;  nor  needs  any  perfon  be  in¬ 
formed  that  he  himfelf  lives  neither 
upon  hay  nor  draw. 

4.  ‘‘  Sometimes  they  get  plenty  (fays 
the  author),  arc  they  not  then  fuccefs- 
ful  i  Sometimes  very  little,  and  are  they 
not  then  unfuccefsful  Now,  as  pUnti 
is  expletive  of  fuccefoful,  fo  pery  littif 
qualifies  the  term  unfoccersful,  that  the 
meaning  may  he  eafily  underftood.  An 
enterprife  may  be  unfuccefsful,  yet  not 
mifearry  in  every  point;  fo  may  a  war 
in  the  main,  and  yet  fome  battles  be 
won. 

7*  Two  houles  built  after  one  model 
molt  be  fimilar  to  each  other,  but  cannot 
be  the  fame;  but  a  law  that  enjoins  the 
ftme  thing  in  Hindoftan  and  in  Scotland 
is  the  fame  law,  though  the  legiflatort 
(hould  dwell  under  the  diftant  poles. 
Where-ever  a  language  is  fpoken,  it  la 
ftill  the  fame,  even  where  the  people 
may  be  very  diflimtlir  in  their  manners. 
Among  the  Romans,  llavcf  were  crtieifi« 
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fd;  if  in  thii  nation  criminals  fufTcrcd 
the  Came  punifliment,  whether  would  it 
be  proper  to  fay  that  malefa^ori  under- 
went  a  death  fitnilar  to  that  of  the  flavcs 
at  Rome,  or  to  fay,  at  Rome  and  in  Eng¬ 
land  criminali  futfered  the  fAme  death? 

S.  Why  may  not  the  ftilc  of  an  author 
be  known,  whether  he  writes  a  diah'giic 
or  an  epiAIe  f  Has  not  every  author  his 
own  ftile.  and  mull  he  not  carry  this  into 
every  Ipccieiof  writing— into  every  form 
cf  compofition  ? 

Page  557*  V^ol.  ii«  the  confolation  his 
lordlhip  gets  to  fupport  him  under  his 
fevere  drubbing,  minds  me  of  a  man 
that  would  comfort  one  that  is  jull  upon 
the  point  of  being  declared  bankrupt,  by 
telling  him  that  all  his  friends  and  con* 
redlions  are  in  the  fame  predicament. 
For  a  man  to  praife  himfelf,  or  difpraife 
bis  country,  is  intolerable:  the  firft  mull 
P.ow  from  an  over-veening  conceit,  and 
the  laft  lie  the  cffufion  of  a  rivetted  dif- 
guft.  The  paragraph  before  me  I  dull 
tranferibe,  bccaule  it  will  beft  fpeak  for 
itfelf,  and  alfo  make  every  Scotfman 
think  for  himfelf.

‘  letters  exprefs  for  qualities  which  they 
‘  cannot  attain."  I  Iball  keep  my  tem¬ 
per;  only  1  think  the  herd  of  our  men  of 
letters  have  a  right  to  exped  a  paUnodi- 
vrnt  ftnee  Scotland  ft.incs  in  her  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  Britilh  fenate,  in  her  eloquent 
barrifters,  in  her  medical  profcfl'ors,  in 
her  popular  preachers,  in  her  men  of 
fcience,  and  in  her  elegant  hidorians. 

In  a  word,  1  would  have  onr  Review¬ 
ers  to  be  reconciled  to  Dr  Henry,  Dr 
Walker,  the  manes  of  Johr;  Knox,  &c. 
Fot  by  dropping  thtir  knowledge  of  lan- 
grrage,  or  their  (kill  as  critics,  but  by 
Wfteiiing  the  aciimony  of  their  expreflr- 


ons,  and  ceafing  to  predi^  the  fate  of  g 
publication  before  it  appear.  Ignorant 
of  what  is  to  come,  1  fliall  tell  them  of 
fomething  that  i»  pad :  a  good  many 
years  ago,  a  Review  was  publidied  at 
Edinburgh ;  but  whether  our  Scots  cri¬ 
tics  think  the  road  to  honour  is  by  at» 
tacking  the  minillcrs  of  the  gofpel,  as  the 
minoriry  in  the  h —  of  c  ■»  arc  thought 
to  exptd  preferment  by  their  oppofition  ^ 
to  the  minilkcr  of  date,  1  Iball  not  pre- 
te«»d  to  fay ;  only  it  was  fevsre  on  the 
clergy,  and  long  ago  has  ceafed  to  ap- 
peir. 

To  conclude,  if  no  notice  is  taken  of 
thefc  ftiit^urcs,  no  reply  can  be  made; 
if  .any  thing  is  laid  with  the  fame  friendly 
intention  and  moderation  obferved  all  a«  , 
long,  it  will  need  none,  and,  if  with  paf^ 
fioti  and  afperity,  it  will  deferve  none;' 
thus,  to  atone  for  intolerable  length 
here,  a  long  red  is  promifed  to  himfelf 
and  all  concerned,  by  S  1  R,

The  Story  of  VI  i  ll  l  AM  LoNGBBARDy 
in  the  Reign  of  King  Richard  I. 
/V.  Z).  1196,  from  John  firompton*$ 
Chronicle t  Col.  1265,  and  William  de 
Newburg’s  Hijiory,  Vol.  ii.  P.  559.

WUliam  Longbeard  was  born 
in  London,  and  had  his  name 
from  his  long  beard,  which  he  therefore 
nourillied,  that  he  might  appear  more 
didinguifhed  and  remarkable  at  church, 
aud  in  his  preaching.  He  was  a  man  of 
good  natural  parts,  of  fome  learning, 
uncommonly  eloquent,  and  of  an  innate 
foiwardnefs  and  mal-apertnefs  of  difpo- 
fition  and  manners,  and  defirous  of 
king  his  name  great;  and  therefore 
gan  to  contrive  and  attempt  great  things. 
He  had  obtained  the  favour  of  fome  pf 
the  magidrates  of  the  city  of  London, 
and,  by  fecrct  workings,  and  envenomed 
w  hifpers  among  the  common  people,  in 
which  he  fnggeded  to  them  how  un¬ 
worthily  the  poor  were  treated  through  ^ 
the  infolence  of  the  rich,  fo  inflamed 
them  with  a  love  of  immoderate  liberty, 
that,  as  if  they  had  been  bewitched  with 
charms,  they  were  fo  iniirely  joined  to 
him,  that  there  were  of  the  natives  of 
London  fevcral  thoufande  who  were  at 
his  beck,  and  obeyed  him  as  the  common 
provider  for  the  poor.  Having  got  fo 
great  a  number  of  followers,  as  one  zca* 
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Ions  for  the  poor  people,  he  began  in 
every  congregation  to  oppofc  l*  e  nobi¬ 
lity,  pretending  that  their  we-»llh  did 
much  hurt.  He  called  hirnfclf  the  favi* 
our  of  the  poor,  and  loudly  thundered 
that  the  haughtinefs  of  the  mighty  ihould 
be  bridled.  On  this  account  he  took 
the  following  text,  Ifaiah  xii.  3.  “  There- 
‘  fore  with  joy  lliall  ye  draw  water  out 
^  ‘  of  the  welU  of  the  Saviour  and  thus 
begin,  “  I  am  the  Saviour  of  the  pqor: 
Ye  poor,  who  have  experienced  the  hard 
hands  of  the  rich,  draw  ye  now  out  of 
fMy  wells  the  waters  of  faving  dodlrine, 
and  that  with  joy,  becaufe  the  time  of 
your  vifitation  is  now  come ;  for  1  will 
divide  the  waters  from  the  waters.  For 
the  waters  are  the  people :  I  will  there¬ 
fore  divide  the  lowly  and  faithful  people 
from  the  proud  and  perfidious :  1  will 
diviele  the  ele(5t  from  the  reprobate,  as 
the  light  from  the  darkneis.” 

The  king  being  out  of  the  land,  the 
archbifliap  of  Canterbury  was  left  guar¬ 
dian  of  the  realm.  He,  therefore,  by 
the  advice  of  his  peers,  fummoned 
William  to  anfwcr  to  the  things  objcrfl- 
ed  to  him.  He  accordingly  made  bis 
appearance  at  the  time  and  place  ap¬ 
pointed,  but  fo  entrenched  by  the  mob, 
that  the  archbifltop  was  fo  terrified  as  to 
difmifs  him.  On  this  two  London  citi¬ 
zens  having  been  informed  of  his  being 
to  be  found  alone,  an  armed  force  was 
fent  to  take  him;  but  one  of  the  citi¬ 
zens,  who  had  dctedled  him,  William 
himielf  killed  with  a  pole  axe,  and  the 
other,  his  comrade,  fled.  However, 
William  hirnfclf  immediately  fled  to  the 
neighbouring  church  of  St  Mary-le-Bon, 
where  he  had  a  mind  to  defend  hirnfclf 
as  in  a  caflle  for  a  time,  hoping,  though 
in  vain,  that  his  people  would  feafonably 
appear  in  his  behalf,  and  refeue  him ; 
But,  though  they  were  forry  for  his  be¬ 
ing  in  lo  much  danger,  yet,  on  account 
of  the  hoftages  which  the  archbifhop  had 
obliged  them  to  give  as  a  fecurity  of 
their  keeping  the  peace,  and  for  fear  of 
the  foldicrs  which  they  faw,  they  did 
not  run  together  for. his  deliverance* 
William  was  therefore  fummoned  to 
come  out  of  the  church,  and,  on  his  rc- 
fufal,  was  forced  out  of  it  by  the' appli¬ 
cation  of  fire  and  fmoke.  As  be  was 
going  out,  a  Ton  of  the  citizen  whom  he 
had  killed  wounded  him  in  the  belly 
with  a  knife.  Being  thus  taken,  he  was, 
according  to  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
Bril  torn  to  pieces  by  horfts,  and  then 


bung  upon  a  gallows  with  nine  of  hit 
afl'oeiates,  who  would  not  leave  him: 
But  they  who  were  concerned  with  him 
not  only  defamed  the  archbifhop  as  a 
murderer,  but,  that  they  might  wipe  off 
the  difgrace  of  his  Confpiracy,  and  prove 
his  judges  wicked  men,  by  art  and  craft 
fought  that  William  might  have  the 
name  and  glory  of  a  martyr,  and  wor« 
ker  of  miracles.  For  this  purpofe  it  was 
reported  that  a  certain  prieft,  a  near 
kiniman  of  bis,  had  put  the  cord  where¬ 
with  he  was  bound  under  one  tick  of  a 
fever,  and  that  he  immediately  recover¬ 
ed.  On  this  report  the  people  by  night 
Bole  away  his  gallows,  and  feraped  up 
the  earth  befmeared  with  his  blood  as 
fumething  facred,  and  of  ufe  to  cure  dif- 
tempers,  and,  on  its  being  difperfed  far¬ 
ther  abroad,  multitudes  of  foolifh  and  in- 
quifitive  people  flocked  together.  A  knad 
multitude  always  kept  watch  there  ia 
the  night-time,  who  reviled  and  abufed 
the  archbifhop,  as  they  honoured  the 
party  deceafed ;  and  to  fuch  a  height 
was  the  error  thus  begun  a-growing, 
that  it  was  like  to  hif^e  bewitched  fome 
prudent  people,  if  they  had  not  more 
cautioufly  remarked  the  things  which 
they  had  known  to  be  done  by  William* 
However,  the  archbifhop  excommunica¬ 
ted  the  prieft  who  was  the  firft  author  of 
this  unhappy  delufion,  and  placed  a 
guard  of  foldieis  at  the  place,  with  or¬ 
ders  to  drive  away  by  force  any  who 
came  thither  on  the  above-mentioned 
account :  and  thus,  within  a  few  days, 
the  engine  of  the  forged  fupcrftition  fell, 
and  the  popular  opinion  was  appealed 
and  quieted. 

Thoughts  on  Studt. 

Meditation  and  converfe  arc  the 
true  fchools  of  wifdom :  learning 
may  make  us  fchdars^  but  thefe  will 
make  us  men*  Bocks,  indeed,  well  cho- 
fen,  and  under  proper  reftri^ions,  1  ac¬ 
knowledge  to  be  of  great  help  and  nreef- 
fary  aflilUncc.  They  ferve  to  ftrengthrn 
the  organs  of  rcafon, enlarge  the  profpcA, 
and  afford  a  more  general  inflght  into 
things  than  can  be  attained  by  mere  un¬ 
lettered  obfervalion ;  as  they  prefent  1 
greater  number  of  materials  for  the 
mind  to  excrcife  itfelf  upon,  than  the 
Tingle  experience  of  the  longcft  life  can 
furnifli  us  .with. 

But,  alas !  how  few  arc  there  who 
turn  their  ftudics  to  fuch  profit !  Moft 
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men  fwallow  learning  as  they  do  religi¬ 
on,  without  being  able  to  give  an  ac^ 
count  of  the  faitk  that  is  in  them; 
and  th*-  g*»v>d  effcdls  of  either  are  often 
iliewn  as  lutle  in  their  lives.  With  ma¬ 
ny  fludcntii  reading  is  fcarcely  better 
than  dcfing^  and  the  book  but  a  fort  of 
opiate  vs  inch  helps  them  to  dream  with 
their  c>e.s  open.  It  is  often  ufed  as  an 
aiUiduic  againft  thinking,  and  to  take  off 
the  reproach  of  Idlcncfu ;  as  an  artifice  to 
iec<  ncile  the  eafe  and  voiuptuoulnefi  of 
lioth  with  the  repute  and  vanity  of  wif* 
dom ;  and  an  Epicurean  indulgence, 
which  iurfeitt  without  pain  or  Hiamc — 

'•'To  nvear  a*way 

In  gentle  inaliivity  the  day. 

Study  without  refleeftion  is  ufelefs  to 
oorfclvcf,  and  unprofitable  to  others  : 
Eld  thinking  iriay  be  fciviccablc  without 
reading,  as  appears  in  the  firft  inventors 
•>f  arts  and  fcicnces,  w  ho  fairly  thought 
out  their  nvay  Xo  irvWh  and  knowledge. 
■Reailing,  without  icflee^tion,  may  ftore  a 
commoTi’place  book^  but  will  never  en¬ 
rich  the  mind.  It  may,  indeed,  ferve  to 
furnilli  it  with  matter^  but  rtfcmbling 
chaof^  which  was  nxithout  form  and 
vsia\  and  dar  knefs  *vjas  upon  the  face 
of  the  dcipt  uidil  thought,  like  the  femi’ 
mi  Spirit^  agitates  the  dead  fliapelefs 
lump,  and  works  it  into  elements  and 
(ymmclty. 

much  reading  only,  then,  is  recef- 
fary,  as  may  excite  our  thoughts,  afford 
hinti  for  the  ixetcii'c  of  the  mind,  or 
fiipply  it  with  materials  for  contempla¬ 
tion  and  converfe ;  which  being  the  foie 
n  cduims  and  i»  firumrrds  of  our  im- 
yrovtmtnt,  ought  tluufore  to  be  the 
«)nlT  tnlc  ai»d  nealcrc  of  (»ur  reading 
and  ftndy.  What  a  Icatulal  to  literature 
is  it,  that  fo  obvious  a  pond  of  philofo* 
yhy  fliould  never  be  altrndcJ  to  in  our 
k  hi'ols  or  univerfities  !  The  child  is  en- 
rumlHred  with  the  arni'nir  td  a  ii  an,  and 
the  foldier  fo  loaded  wiin  harrefs  *,  that 
Itc  iv  obliged  to  leave  hi^  pt ovendcr  be¬ 
hind. 

Reading  may  properly  be  compared 
to  eattng^  and  thinkirg  to  digej!itn\ 
ai.d  at  to  rnt  meal  w  c  allow  a  entain 
interval  for  the  perijiuliicikCa%M\^  fo  loa 
htilc  Andy  fhocld  be  alligiicd  a  fuflicicnt 
tui.c  for  rumination ;  or  elfe,  as  the 
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one  by  precipitation  is  apt  to  breed  iH' 
humours,  by  obftrufting  the'faffages,  fo 
will  the  father  be  likely  to  impair  the  un« 
derAanding  by  crude  philofophy,  and  in- 
digelted  principles  of  fcicnce. 

A  perfon  may,  therefore,  as  well  ex¬ 
pert  to  grow  llrongcr  by  always  eating, 
as  wifer  by  a  forfeit  of  reading.  Too 
much  of  cither  but  overcharges  nature, 
and,  in  both  inAances,  turns  more  to 
difeafe  than  nourithment.  It  is  thought 
and  reAci^tion  only  that  render  books  fer- 
viceable,  and  give  health  and  vigour  to 
the  intelleftj.  We  croud  our  minds  fo 
full  with  learned  lumber,  that  our  own 
ideas  have  not  room  enough  to  Aretch 
their  limbs;  and  our  imagination  w  fo 
pinioned  by  other  men's  fancies,  that  it 
is  unable  to  take  wing  after  its  own  pro¬ 
per  quarry. 

Whoever  has  once  taAed  the  pleafure 
of  thinking  will  acknowledge  it  to  exceed 
all  other  enjoyments.  How  happy  when 
our  pleafufc  becomes  our  perfe^ion  ! 
How  wretched  to  be  held  the  flavc  of  ap¬ 
petite  and  paffion  !  The  IcaA  refinement 
of  mind  makes  us  foon  forfeit  of  ihcfc, 
and  find  no  latisfi^ion  laAing  but  con¬ 
templation.  Ail  others  grow  nueary^ 
Jialtyflaty  and  unprofitable \\  and  in 
our  private  hour?',  or  in  the  decienfion  of 
age,  what  can  he  do  who  cannot  think? 
He  fauuters  about  from  vanity  to  vanity 
to  rid  him  of  himfelf,  but  carries  with 
him  every  where  that  tedioufnefs  he  il 
flying  from,  and  wiflics  for  life  only  be- 
caiife  he  fears  death. 

But  meditation,  heavenly-born,  foari 
above  this  region  of  the  ienfes,  and  is  a 
fpring  of  Aill-incfeafing,  ncver-ccafing, 
ever  new  delights.  What  can  be  com¬ 
parable  to  the  tranfport  of  an  a^ive  and 
prevailing  thought  !  of  rcafon  enlighten 
ing  the  obfeurity,  and  overcoming  the 
difficulty  of  an  object,  and  refrcfliing  the 
foul  with  new  dilcoveries,  new  images  of 
things,  thereby  extending  the  bounds  of 
apprvhenfiun,  and  enlarging  the  territo¬ 
ries  of  the  mind?  Such,  furcly,  muftbc 
the  firA  fenfationi  ©f  the  winged  fouli 
when  it  takes  flight  from  this  world  of 
mere  animal  imtices,  and  fees  truth  in 
tuitivcly,  at  once,  witoout  a  medium. 

Plutarch,  preferring  the  pleafures  of 
the  mind  to  thole  of  the  body,  quotes 
the  Itory  cf  Archimedes,  who,  invcAiga 
ting  a  theorem  while  he  was  in  the  Bath, 
upon  difeovering  the  demonAratipn,  raa 
t  Hamlet* 
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out  naked  into  the  ftreet,  crying  turf 
ka  i  aloud;  and  then  alks,  if  any  man, 
on  ilfaing  from  a  tavern  or  a  brothel, 
was  ever  lo  much  tranfported  as  to  pro* 
cliim  that  he  had  feafted,  or - ? 

But  the  ftudioua  pedant,  who  (till 
plods  on  without  exercifing  the  char¬ 
ming  faculties  of  thought  and  reflection, 
continues  ever  a  ftranger  to  fuch  intel¬ 
lectual  enjoyment ;  infenfiblc  of  thit  /ua- 
v  'tjjima  vito^  a»  the  poet  exprefles  it,  of 
defeending  into  himfelf,  and  of  duly 
marking  the  progrefs  of  hit  own  im¬ 
provement.  Like  the  carrier’s  horfc,  he 
(till  keeps  dodging  on  in  the  beaten 
track;  and  his  learning  (to  continue  the 
fi.nilc),  like  a  pack,  it  but  a  burden  to  the 
bead. 

Learning,  it  may  be  faid,  conduces 
much  both  to  the  difeovery  and  defence 
of  truth;  which  argument  is  true,  in¬ 
deed,  if  fairly  ufed  :  But  then  only  free¬ 
dom  and  iincerity  ihouid  be  intruded  in 
that  fcarch.  While  we  continue  fwathed 
up  in  prejudices,  and  trammelled  in  fyf- 
tems,  learning  but  ferves  to  weaken  our 
fight,  and  give  ftrength  to  error.  Are 
parfons  or  politicians  free  in  the  ufe  of 
ipeech  or  reafon  ?  To  prefer  a  common¬ 
wealth  would  be  treafon,  and  to  defend 
common  fenfe  bbfphemy.  Sidney  loft 
his  life  for  his  treatife  on  government ; 
and  had  the  late  bilhop  of  Clogher  lived 
but  a  week  longer,  he  would  have  been 
degraded,  deprived,  and  publicly  ftigma* 
tized,  for  fpeaking  againft  the  Athanaftan 
church  metaphyftcs,  and  attemp^ng  to 
bring  chriftian  faith  within  the  bounds 
of  human  reafon.  In  fine,  books  pub- 
liflicd  cum  permiJTu  fuperiorum^  arc 
of  ufe  only  to  our  inferiorumt — which 
vile  pun,  what  between  contempt  and 
rage,  has  been  fhook  from  my  pen. 

VVhen  learning,  indeed,  meets  with  an 
ingenuous  temper,  joined  to  a  quicknefs 
of  penetration,  it  then  becomes  a  fcrvicc* 
able  ally  in  the  caufc  of  truth.  For  a 
man  muft  certainly  be  able  to  fpeak  or 
write  the  better  for  being  acquainted 
with  other  men’s  oplnioiii  on  the  fame 
fubjeCt,  provided  he  is  not  fwayed  by 
them  ;  and  a  confeioufnefs  of  inward 
knowledge  gives  a  graceful  confidence 
to  the  outward  behaviour,  that  may  be 
ufeful  on  many  occafions :  But  learning, 
in  the  pofTeflion  of  a  fool,  only  ferves  to 
fandtify  dulnefs,  and,  like  Donne’s 
dial  in  the  grave^  is  an  utenfil  neither 
of  ornament  or  ufe.  Z.

J\.  all  his  produ(^ioni,  has  formed  his 
Eloifa  oil  the  plan  of  the  celebrated  Cla- 
rilfa,  the  favourite  work  of  our  late 
countryman,  the  amiable  Mr  Richard fon* 
Every  one  muft  acknowledge  the  refcin- 
blancc  between  the  diftinguifhing  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  principal  charaifteri.  Eloift 
is  a  lefs  perfedt  Clarifla;  Clara,  a  Miff 
Howe,  as  fervent  in  her  friendfhip,  at 
witty  and  charming,  but  lefs  humorous; 
merely  becaufe  the  Swifs  writer  is  an  in- 
tire  ftranger  to  the  talent  we  exprefs  by 
the  word  humour.  It  is,  indeed,  the 
higheft  encomium  on  Mr  Richardfon, 
that  he  has  been  deemed  worthy  the  imi¬ 
tation  of  a  writer  of  Roufleau’s  emi¬ 
nence;  and  that  he  ftill  remains  unrival¬ 
led  in  copying  nature ;  though  he  may, 
perhaps,  be  greatly  excelled  in  deep  re¬ 
flexion,  in  the  finer  tints  that  diferimt- 
nate  genius,  and  a  certain  magic  power 
peculiar  to  Rouffeau,  of  conj  uring  into  a 
fingle  expreflion  the  fubftance  of  vo¬ 
lumes.  Of  this  nature  may  be  conlide- 
red  the  firft  letter  wrote  by  St  Preux  to 
Eloifa,  in  which  he  difeovers  his  love-fi- 
tnation,  and  all  the  confequent  fcruplet 
and  diflicultics  of  bis  paflion.  Here,  by 
a  few  lines  we  arc  as  deeply  intcrefted  in 
the  fate  of  the  lovers,  as  if  the  author 
had  traced  the  progrefs  of  the  riling  paf- 
fion  through  a  long  corrcfpondencc ;  he 
has,  in  faX,  advanced  as  far  in  hii  defiga 
by  a  few  lines,  as  Mr  Richardfon  has 
done  in  the  three  firf  volumes.  And 
nothing  can,  perhaps,  more  juftly  diftin- 
guifh  the  talents  of  both  writers  than  this 
obfervation.

drawing  an  amiable  profligate,  as  blame 
Roufieau  for  painting  a  philofophical, 
moral,  and  exceedingly  refpedlablc  Deift* 

The  Swifj*  philofonher  has  been  hardy 
enough  to  delcribc  Eloifa  in  the  married 
ftHe,  yoked  to  a  man  whofe  perfon  flic 
could  not  love,  whofe  principles  were 
diredtly  oppofite  to  her  own,  but  whofe 
pradlice  ftrongly  engaged  her  efteem,  and 
rendered  her  condarii  in  her  duty  in  the 
moft  trying  fituations,  even  in  the  com¬ 
pany  of  the  amiable  perfon  who  had  in¬ 
nocently  feduced  her  virtue,  and  enga¬ 
ged  her  whole  heart.  Wolmar  has  the 
addrefs  to  arti  ch  the  lovers  to  him,  and 
to  render  them  more  indifferent  to  each 
other,  by  placing  an  iutire  confidence  rn 
their  honour,  and  natural  prejudice  in 
favour  of  virtue.  Here  we  meet  with 
the  fincft  precepts  of  coniugal  duty,  and 
the  moil  enchanting  defeription  of  the 
married  11  lie,  and  of  rural  felicity,  that 
ever  was  penned.  Without  a  fingle  in- 
tcreiling  event,  we  are  deeply  engaged  in 
every  fituition,  and  are  equally  delight¬ 
ed  with  the  narrative  of  the  hilloriair, 
and  the  tedlurcs  of  the  philofophcr.

SIR, 

OUR  correfpondent  Titus  [P.  18.3 
makes  admiiiion  to  the  church  of 
Stdtland  a  very  ealy  matter.  If  Tub- 
icribing  the  Confelfion  of  Faith  meant  no 
more  than  a  declaration  of  adherence  fo 
It,  fo  fir  as  we  judge  it  agreeable  to  the 
Word  of  God,  then  Chriftians  of  any  de- 
Domination  brave  eq-ual  accefs  to  her  fa* 
cred  offices*  The  only  argument  on 
which  he  founds  his  opinion,  1  am' afraid, 
is  too  weak.  From  the  priority  of  the 
queftioQ  concerning  the  candidate’s  be- 
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lief  in  the  feriptures,  we  cannot  conclude 
that  flic  means  to  inflnuate  that  we  inaf; 
reje(5t  any  article  in  the  Confeffion# 
when,  after  fober  and  ferious  inquiry,  it 
feenas  **  to  lead  one  way,  and  the  ferip* 
turcs  another.**  It  is  evident  ,  enough^ 
that  flie  coiifiders  her  ConfciTion  as  the 
invariable  rule  of  interpreting  fcripturc» 
by  which  all  other  interpretations  are  to 
be  judged.  For,  ^  ^  , 

Has  Ihc  not  uniforiply  averred  that  hef 
Confeflion  is  the..teft  of  .truth  and  flan* 
dard  of  orthodoxy?  D6es  not  this  fay, 
that  every  opinion  is  to  be  meafured  by: 
it  ?  Or,  can  any  creed  of  confeflion  be 
made  with  any  other  intention  ?  If  we 
differ  in  any  one  article  from  her  Confel* 
lion,  it  is  no  more  the  confeflion  of  our 
faith ;  and,  in  this  cafe,  a  declaration  01 
adherence  to  the  whole  dodVincs  con¬ 
tained  to  it,'  mult  be  a  molt  folemn  pre¬ 
varication.  ,  • 

Again,  if  we  examine  the.  fefirs  oC 
qiielliotis  put  By  the  church  of  Scotland 
to  all  intrants  to  her  miniltry,  we  muflf 
be  convinced  that  fuch  candidates  are 
more  ftridly  bound  to  the  Confeflion  of 
Faith  than  to  the  fcripftures  thcmfelves* 
When  Ihc  requires  aflent  to  the  facred 
oracles,  Ihe  conceives  the  exprelTion  of 
aflent  in  the  eaficlt  and  molt  Ample 
terms.-*-**  Do  you  believe  the  Scripturef 
‘  of  the  Old  and  New  Teltament  to  be 

*  the  word  of  God,  and^thc  only.nilc  of 
‘  faith  and  manners?”  But  bow  differeot 
the  llilc  of  the  fecond  qucllioa  ! — “  Do 
‘  you  lincercly  own  and.  believe  the 
‘  whole  doftrinc  contained  in  the  Con- 
‘  fcllion  of  Faith— to'  be  founded  upon 

*  the  word  of  God  ?  and  do  you  acknow* 

*  ledge  the  fame  as  the  confefijon  of- 

*  yourfsitb?  and  will  you  Armfy  and 

*  conllantly  adhere  thereto,  and,  to  the 

*  utenoft  of  your  power,  aflert,  mainuinV 
and  defend  the  fame,  and  .the  pprlty  pf 

*  worihip',  as  prefently  praAiled  in  this 

*  national  church.  5cc.**  la  the  qucllioa 
concerning  Prelb yteri an  government,  (he. 
raifes  her  tone  a  little  higher  ftiH,  feqfui- 
ring  a  declared  perfuaAon  o(  the  divine 
right  or  fonndation,  of  that  form  Of  go* 
vernrnent,  and  a  folemii  pfomiff  that  the 
candidate  lhall  never  **  endcar?jour« 
te^Iy  fidr  inJin/i/y,  thb  pfejudi^  or 
fubvcrflrm  thereof,**  but  tfiat,  to  the  ut- 
moll  of  bis  power,  iti  his  (iatian,  he  will 
fupport  and  defend  the  (Mint  during  alt 
the  days  ef  bis  life.

.adheitr.ee  to  this  belief:  but  when  flte 
demarid^  nficnt  to  her  Conftllior  and 
tor.T.  of  Pfclb.terian  government,  flie,at 
the  lame  time,  bimK  the  vct.aries  to  a 
firm  and  c  m^taa?  ndh'-'ence  to  the  fan  e, 
and  to  t;jpr»nr:  Ai  d  defend  the’.n,  and 
that  (luring  «li  the  dav  5  of  their  life. 
Now,  if  they  arc  bound  to  adhere  to, 
yea,  toafi'ert  and  dtleiul.  thefc  tenets  to 
the  iitmoft  cf  their  power  durii'g  all  th? 
days  cf  their  life,  they  mutt  certainly  be 
ill  *he  eternal  wrrhl,  befi  re  they  have 
any  liberty  to  rejeit  any  part  of  thefe 
principles. 

Mere  a  remark  cx:cii»'s,  which,  I  think, 
merits  attcnii«m.  The  above  eng.nge- 
ments  are  of  the  nature  of  a  vow  or  lo- 
letr.n  proir.i'e.  Now  we  ought  only  to 
vow  w  h  it  iblavTfiil,  and  in  our  p  >\ver  to 
perform.

I  hope,  will  be  admit¬ 
ted:  I  woHld,  then,  atk  the  church  of 
Sc  '‘land,  whether  it  be  in  our  power  ne¬ 
ver  to  change  our  views  of  ai.y  article  in 
he  r  C'-nfelliuM,  or  cf  her  form  of  govern - 
iiKi.t  ?  Supp*  ling  a  minificr  of  Jrfnsfees 
reafon  to  believe  that  fomc  ot  thefe  te¬ 
nets  are  not  found'd  in  the  word  of 
God,  ib  it  in  his  pv>w-cr  to  believe  that 
they  areb  unded?  or  is  it  in  our  power 
to  believe  tln-it  darkrefs  is  light  ?  W'heui 
he  ib  thus  convinced  of  the  falfity  of  a 
doctrine,  ip  it  lawful  fnr  him,  with  refpedt 
to  God,  tor.iert,  maintain,  and  defend 
the  fan)e;oi  i. it  her  is  he  not  bound  b;  an 
rnd'.irolublc  obligabon  to  rejtdt,  and, 
both  “  dirt'^lly  and  indirectly,  to  endca- 
v('ur  the  fubvcrlion  thereof?  ’  It  is  ne- 
celTary  to  require  a  confellion  of  the 
faith  (vf  a  candidate  at  bis  admifTion  to 
the  facred  office,  but  neither  feriptnre 
nor  reafon  can  warrant  any  church  to 
nrquiic  his  promife  never  to  change  hii 
opinion,  as  this  is  in  no  m.an’p  power  to 
per‘‘jr'»>.  It  is,  too,  a  very  itlle  »«ruiri- 
tion.  dolor?  n.;  an  honefi  man  is  con- 
rinred  cf  the  tr’jih  of  any  tlocirii  c,  love 
to  Grd  v.ill  <-!  ligc  him  to  maintain  and 
sUfend  ir-j  .mil  il’.f  fame  love  vvilT  lay 
Him  under  an  (’blig.pi.  to  iVjei^  every 
dogma  wl,\  ’.  bis  convictions  tell  him 
«bta^rc'C3  with  ibc  uneriing  ftaudard  of 


truth,  whatever  engagements  to  the  con¬ 
trary  any  church  on  earth  has  laid  upon 
him.  This  is  my  creed;  and  I  fuppole  it 
will  try  the  abilities  even  of  Mr  Walker 
of  Diifidonald,  to  prove  it  contrary  ci¬ 
ther  to  feriptnre  or  common  fenfe. 

I  hope  this  letter  of  Ti/us  will  be  of 
fome  ufe.  It  may  ferve  to  convince 'Mr 
Walker,  and  others  of  their  faith,  that 
fiibicription  to  human  confeflions  and 
formula?,  is  no  teft  of  a  man’s  orthb^ 
doxy  at  all ;  nor  can  it  fecure  him  from 
maki'ig  inquiry,  even  after  vows,  whe¬ 
ther  the  tenets  he  has  received  acebrd 
with  tl'.e  revealed  mind  of  the  Holy  Spi¬ 
rit  or  not.  T'ttHi  is  no  heretic  ;  be  a- 
grecs  with  Mr  Walker  in  the  propriety 
of  the  above  interrogatories,  yet  he  ex¬ 
plains  the::i  in  fuch  a  latitude,  that  no 
fubfciiber  is  thereby  in  the  Icaif  fettered, 
or  hindered  from  rejeding  any  article  of 
the  Confcfiicn,  &c.  on  convidion  of  iti 
dilf'Mi.incy  with  the  word  of  triith.  Andj 
indeed,  how  Mr  Walker  can  call  fuch 
fubiciiptions  “  a  fence  ufed  for  keeping 
cut  crror.coup  dodrines,”  1  cannot  tin- 
derftand,  while  he  himfelf  complains  fo 
loudly,  and  perhaps  juftly,  of  fo  many 
Sucinianized  divines  prevailing  in  the 
church  of  Scotland.  Did  not  thefe  fame 
divines  fubferibe  the  formula?  Have  not 
fome  of  the  moft  orthodox  divines,  at 
prefent  in  that  church,  got  into  her 
V  ithout  fiibrcnbing  the  formula?  What 
barrier,  then,  is  this  fame  fiibicription  a- 
gair.ft  an  ii  undation  of  Arian,  Armlnian, 
and  Socinian  errors?  The  truth  is,  a 
good  miniftcr  of  jefus  Chrift  may  differ 
from  the  fyftem  of  Prefbyterian  govern¬ 
ment,  .and  even  from  fome  articles  in  the 
ConftflTion  of  Faith,  for  which  caulk,  con- 
fcience  will  not  fuffer  him  to  fubferibe ; 
w  hile  neither  oaths  nor  vows  can  keep  a 
knave  out  of  a  church,  nor  fccure  hi*  or¬ 
thodoxy  when  in.  8o  long  as  church 
difcipline  languiflies,  fubfcrlption  of  for- 
mula^  is  but  a  gap  opened  for  crror^ill 
dedriue,  and  depravity  of  life.

IOllSF.RVE,  in  the  Edinburgh  AdW- 
tih  i  for  April  ii.  that  ibe  hrrhofl 
and  tV'fMon  of  the  Weft- kirk  have  atmcift 
U'.aninioully  agreed  to  petition  hi*  ftia- 
jefty  to  prefent  the  rev.  Sir  Harry  Mott** 
cridi'c  to  the  vacancy  at  prefent  in  thit 
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pariPi,  T  fin  rrtiy  v\ifh,  and  am  likc- 
wile  perfuadrd,  that  Ihr  pc^iitloners  will 
find  that  faiisMCtion  and  inppincfs  in 
Sir  lli.ry  which  th»jy  expert.  From 
furtntr  ac<juaintanc<*,  I  have  a  good 
opinion  ot  his  heart  ;  and  though  a 
ftrangcr  to  him  for  fome  time  bvpaft, 
yet  his  early  appearance  in  public  af¬ 
fords  me  the  muft  fatisfacliiry  evidence 
that  he  w’ill  by  no  means  wrap  up  the 
talents  of  his  head  in  a  napkin.  Ibit  it 
is  the  moft  diftant  thing  from  my  inten¬ 
tion  to  take  up  the  pen  with  a  view  to 
throw  out  the  fmalleft  refleiftion  againft 
that  reverend  baronet.  I  only  mean  to 
combat  an  opinion,  which,  I  believe,  is 
pretty  general,  and  which  Teems  to  be 
infiiMiattd  in  the  Advertiler  already 
mentioned,  na.nely,  “  that  that  minifter 
who  is  the  moft  acceptable,  is  the  moft 
beneficial  to  the  civil  and  religious  inte- 
refts  of  a  parilh.’*  Tliat  he  is  the  moft 
beneficial  to  the  civil  interefts  of  a  pa- 
rifti,  in  To  far  as  he  will  prevent  fome  of 
thofc  bad  clfedts  which  fometimes  aril£ 
from  a  violent  fettlement,  I  will  cheat*- 
fully  acknowledge;  but  any  farther  I 
cannot:  and  that  he  is  the  moft  benefi¬ 
cial  to  the  religious  interefts  of  a  parifti, 
is  an  afiertion  to  which  1  can  by  no 
means  give  an  affbnt. 

1  know,  indeed,  it  has  been  allcdgcd, 
that  whatever  difplcafes  the  people  can 
do  them  no  good  ;  but  this,  I  will  ven¬ 
ture  to  affirm,  is  an  aflertion  equally 
falfe  as  it  is  plaufible.  Every  one  knows 
that  the  clergy  in  Scotland  are  divided, 
partly  into  popular,  and  partly  into  un¬ 
popular  preachers.  Every  one  too,  who 
will  be  at  the  pains  to  inquire,  may  ea- 
fily  difeover  the  rcafon  why  this  man  is 
popular,  and  the  other  unpopular*  It 
is  owing  principally  to  the  nature  of  the 
dotftrine  which  he  ufually  inculcates. 
Should  a  preacher  embrace  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  decrying  human  rcafon;  ffiould 
he  reprefent  the  prefent  fUuation  of  man¬ 
kind  as  the  moft  wretched  and  deplo¬ 
rable;  (hould  he  aflert  that  this  was  by 
DO  means  a  probationary  ftaie  ;  that  no¬ 
thing  was  required  on  our  part,  but  that 
the  Meffiah  had  fufficicntly  atoned  for 
the  lins'pf  mankind;  this  preacher, 
however  contemptible  in  eveiy  refpe<5t 
his  abilities,  will  nevcrihclefs  be  univer- 
fally  admired,  nay  almoft  adored,  by 
the  muUiti^de;  But  Oiould  a  preacher, 
on  the  cobtrary^  at  any  time  extol  rea- 
fon,  that  candle  of  the  Lord  which  is  hn- 
plaiUcd  Within  ui ;  ftiould  he  repreferit

mankind  as  fubjeas  of  the  moral  govern¬ 
ment  of  God,’ and  candidates  For  a  fa- 
turc  and  immortal  world ;  and  rfpetial- 
ly  ftiould  he  affirm  that  a  virtuous  life 
was  indifpenfibly  necefTiry  to  iutitlc  lii 
to  the  privilege  and  happinefs  of  a  Chrif- 
tian;  fuch  a  preacher,  however  confi- 
deraWc  his  abilities,  however  unexcep¬ 
tionable  his  conduft,  immediately  be¬ 
comes  unpopular,  is  branded  with  the 
name,  and  perhaps  (hares  in  the  fate  of 
an  heretic.  I  do  not  fnppofe,  indeed, 
that  this  obfervation  is  iiniverfally  juft.’ 
I  know  it  is  poftihlc  for  a  preacher,  who 
always  inlifts  on  the  neccfiuy  of  a  vir^ 
tuous  life,  to  become  abundantly  popu¬ 
lar;  but  then  1  affirm,  that  there  muft 
be  Tomelhing  fo  agreeable  in  his  voice  or 
manner  as  will  be  fufficient  to  remove 
thole  prciiulices  which  arife  againft  him 
in  the  minds  of  ilie  vulgar,  on  account  of 
the  do^itriries  which  he  inculcates:  and 
if  a  preacher  is  intircly  deftitute  of  thefe 
external  graces,  and  at  th(*  Tame  time 
ftudies  popularity,  he  muft  at  no  time  in- 
ftft  on  the  neceffity  of  a  virtuous  life, 
without  intermixing  his  difeourfe  with 
fome  of  thofe  healing  and  foul* enriching 
dodlrines,  which  tend  to  lull  afteep  infe- 
curity  the  foul  of  the  impenitent  fiancr.* 

If  this  account  of  a  popular  and  aa 
unpopular  preacher  be  in  general  juft,  it 
will  by  no  means  appear,  that  the  maq 
who  is  the  moft  acceptable,  will  llkcwifc 
be  the  moft  beneficial  to  the  civil  and  re¬ 
ligious  interefts  of  a  parifti;— But,  unwil¬ 
ling  to  impoTe  upon  any  nay  own  private 
fentiments,  or  fubftitute  bold  afiertiona 
in  place  of  the  right  of  jadgJi^enf,  I  (halj 
now  view  thin  fubjeift  in  a  dilferent  light, 
and  endeavour  to  ftiow,  from'  'unquef*» 
tionable  authority,  that  that  prophet,  or 
teacher  of  whatever  kind,  who  ha>  been 
the  moft  unacceptable  to  the  peopteVhas, 
for  the  moft  part,  if  not  always,  beem  the 
moft  beneficial  to  their  civil  and  reUgioua 
interefts. 

And  here  I  (hall  wifnefs  Mofes,.  th^ 
great  legiftatbr  of  the  Jewi(h  nation* 
Notwithftahding  he  had  done  t|\e‘  mo(( 
fignal  Tervices  towards  that  ungrateful 
people,  yet  how  rebellious  did  theg 
prove  ?  ^nd  how  often  would  they  have 
facrificed  hint  to  their  refentment,  had 
not  God  miraculoufty  interpofed  in  hia 
behalf?  Notwithftafiding  he  delivered 
unto  them  thofe. commandments  which 
he  had  received  iminediafcly  ^rorn  the 
band  of  God,  yet  how  often  were  they 
dlfpofcd  to  liften  unto  the  fftlfe  proph^i^ 
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and  to  turn  atidr  unto  the  idolatrous 
practices  of  the  ucightmurinp  nations. 

But  1  ihai!  row  uitncis  a  greater  than 
Mnfes.  About  the  lime  that  the  Mef- 
fiah  was  to  appear  in  the  world,  the  ex- 
pcclalnui*  <.f  the  Jewifti  nation  were  ex- 
ccedjnpiy  high  :  but  when,  inftead  of 
that  tcn^poral  glory  and  dominion  which 
they  had  always  toohlhly  exjkrded,  he, 
c.n  the  contrary,  apjK-ared  in  a  very  low 
and  hirnble  date;  and  when,  inllead  of 
procuring  them  d«  livcranee  frotp  all  their 
tnetriics,  he,  on  the  central y,  enjoined 
them  to  contend  againft  their  corrupt 
lefts  and  appetites,  the  almcll  univerlal 
f  uttry  iinrncdialelv  then  was,  “  Away 
wuh  loeb  a  fellow  !  crucify  him,  crucify 
him  1”  Whilft  he  continued  amongff 
them,  they  treated  him  wdih  the  utmull 
conumpt,  aud  at  laft  cut  him  eft  by  a 
cruel  and  ignominious  death.  Such  too 
ivas  the  reception  which  many  of  the 
apoftlcs  and  primitive  teachers  of  Chrif- 
tianity  met  with:  Their  dodrincs  were 
dcipifcd  by  the  people;  their  perfons 
were  expofed  to  the  moft  unheard-of 

tenures. - Quite  different,  however, 

was  the  manner  in  which  the  founder  of 
the  Mahometan  religion  was  received, 
llii  d(.Clrine8  were  at  fiift  propagated, 
indeed,  partly  by  the  fw  ord ;  but,  being 
lo  vfiy  agreeable  and  flattering  to  the 
corrupt  dirpofiticns  of  mankind,  they 
%ery  toon  recommended  Ihcmfcivcs  unto 
their  notice,  and  in  a  vrry  few  years  pro¬ 
cured  a  greater  number  of  converts  than 
Chriflianity  peihaps  hath  done  in  acourfc 
of  neatly  eighteen  centuries:  But,  bc> 
caufe  Mahomet  and  his  dedtrines  were 
acceptable  to  the  people,  it  will  not  from 
thence  follow,  that  he  was  beneficial  lo 
their  civil  and  religious  interefts:  «or, 
DU  the  other  hand,  becaufe  the  Mtfliah 
and  his  apoftles  were  unacceptable  to 
the  people,  can  it  from  thence  be  ar¬ 
gued,  that  he  and  they  were  hurtful  to 
the  civil  and  religious  interefts  of  man¬ 
kind.  If  I  may  be  allowed  to  make  the 
fuppofition,  that  the  two  founders  of  the 
Chiiftian  and  Mahometan  religions  ap¬ 
peared  as  c.indkiatc8  fora  vac.incy,whtrc 
the  election  was  intircly  popular;  ard 
if  I  could  fuppofe  that  every  prejudice 
ag.-iinft  the  one.  or  in  favours  of  the 
other,  was  intircly  laid  afide  ;  and  that 
the  different  nature  of  their  dc^ffrines 
was  to  the  <»nly  rule  in  deln mining 
their  choice,  I  think  l  may  with  lafety 
affirm,  that  Mahomet  would  be  clt^led 
ry  a  vift  maj  crity  cf  vcices,  btcaulc  hi? 


do^lrinei  are  in  every  refpe^t  more  a« 
greeable  to  the  corrupt  inclinations*  of. 
mankind.  >  i  *  ' 

Uio  well  known,  that  if  a  phyfician, 
however  unlUdful,  preferibes  without  a 
fee,  he  is  univerfally  einploycd;  but  if 
liib  demand'j  are  high,  however  knowing 
he  may  be  in  his  bufincfs,  his  patitntl* 
are  exceedingly  few:  lo,  in  the  very 
fame  manner,  if  a  fpiritual  phyficUn' 
prop(*ft8  the  happinefs  of  a  future  world 
oil  the  moft  eafy,  or  rather*  on  no 
terms  at  all,  he  is  immediately  carefild 
by  the  miiilitudc,  and  fdfely  diftinguilh^ 
ed  by  <he  name  of  a  gofpel- preacher; 
but  if,  on  the  contrary,  he  exprefsiy  cn^ 
jt/ins  them  to  renounce  their  datling  in- 
clinritions,  and  to  amend  the  evil  of 
their  ways,  he  is  immediately  deferted 
by  the  pt(*ple,  and  fligmaiized,  as  they, 
imagine,  by  the  name  of  a  tnoral- prea¬ 
cher  :  But  whciiicr  the  man  who  recom¬ 
mends  obedience  to  the  laws  of  .the 
country,  and  of  the  goipel,  as  iudifpenii* 
bly  nectfl'ary,  means  to  intillc  us  to  the 
privileges  either  of  fubjedts  or  Chriftians; 
or  he  who  encourages  difobcdience  to 
the  civil  laws,  and  maintains  the  infigni- 
ticancy  of  a  virtuous  life,  will  be  the 
teacher  moft  beneficial  cither  to  the  civil 
cr  religious  interefts  of  a  parilh,  I  iliail 
leave  to  every  one  to  determine.  • 

1  have  always  been  of  opinion,  that  it 
is  a  moft  favourable  circumftance  for  the 
interefts  of  religion,  that  the  civil  com- 
liitution  of  this  country  admits  of  very 
fi-w  in  fiances  where  tiie  choice  of  a  mi- 
nifter  is  determined  by  the  voice  of  Ike 
n;u!titudc;  and  1  am  the  more confirtti- 
cd  in  this  opinion,  when  I  obferve  the 
unhappy  difputcs  which  frequently.  pre« 
vail  in  thole  difTcnting  coirgregations, 
where  the  liberty  of  choice  is'  vefted  ia 
themfelves.  1  acknowledge,  indeed, 
that  the  power  of  a  patron  may  be,  and 
in  many  inftances  is,  carried  too  far;  but 
at  all  times  1  would  rather  fubmlt  to  the 
dllcrction  of  a  patron,  who' rnay  gene^ 
rally  be  confiderrd  as  a  man  of  learning 
than  to  the  dctci*mination  of  the  multi** 
tilde,  who,  bring  deprived  of  a  liberal 
education,  cannot  therefore  be  fuppofed 
to  be,  in  ^flairs  cf  this  natuie,*fo  very 
proper  judges :  Ai^d  in  the  foi mer  cate, 
there  is  a  picbability,  at  leaft,  that  the 
choice  will  be  fixed  on  a' 'proper  man; 
blit  ill  the  Liter,  1  think,  the  probability 
is  extremely  fniaH-  It  is  tio- doubt  an 
infiingement  on  the  RiaturzP liberties 
mnnlviiid  to  uflrain  ibcir  choice  in  an^ 
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one  particular,  and  confequcntly  in  the 
election  of  a  minifttr;  but  it  is  likewife 
an  iiifiingemcnt  on  the  natural  liberties 
of  a  child  to  prevent  him  from  ruftiing 
his  hand  upon  a  candle*  or  putting  a 
d  )l'e  ul  nrfcnic  into  his  mouth  :  and  as  a 
child,  if  not  chcckr^d  in  tliefc  and  fimilar 
iiitlances,  would  foon  be  deftroyed;  fo, 
in  like  m.iHner,  I  think  it  might  be  clear¬ 
ly  dernonftrated,  that,  if  the  choice  of  a 
minstlcr  was  in  alt  cafes  to  be  determi¬ 
ned  by  a  majority  of  voices,  a  religion 
worlc  than  Paganifm  would  in  a  very 
flioit  time  prevail,  becaufe  none  would 
be  for  the  future  elci^lcd  who  did  not  ei¬ 
ther  euibracc,  or  at  Icaft  conform  to,  the 
extravagant  notions  ot  the  people.  Till, 
therefore,  fomt  better  expedient  fliall  be 
adopted,  I  (hail  always  pray  that  the  ads 
in  favom  of  patronage  may  be  continu¬ 
ed:  and  I  am,  in  my  own  mind,  fully 
pertuaded,  that  I'o  far  from  hurting,  it  is, 
on  the  ettntrary,  mod  beneficial  to  the 
inierellsof  religion, — With  regard,  then, 
to  liberty  in  choice  of  a  miniiler,  i  am,

THO’  the  ’Journey  to  the  IVeftern 
IJlandi  of  Scotland  led  me  into 
the  immediate  confuleration  of  the  ele¬ 
vating  powers  of  attedation — pride,  va¬ 
nity  and  ambition  arc  the  grand  Stilts 
which  invite  men  to  mount  above  the 
level  of  ihtpir  fellow-creatures.

tion  to  Portfmouth  ;  a  miniiterial  e«- 
coenia  at  Oxford;  and,  laltly,  a  fete 
champetre ;  which,  however,  was  to  far 
premature  as  to  (lop  for  a  day  the  more 
weighty  proceedings  of  the  houie  of 
commons. — Hefidcs  thefe,  there  are  eve¬ 
ry  fpring  mafqucradcs  and  balls*parei 
without  number,  which  help  to  keep 
the  nation  elevated  and  in  gu^  humouif 
the  whole  fummcr.-7-What  we  (lull  be 
treated  with  this  fummer  is  hard  to  de?r 
termine,  unlefs  it  (liuuld  \k  a  grand  car** 
nival  entertainment  which  1  hear 
will  be  conduded  h  y  lord  S— y.

fion,  Dor  the  lady  (without  the  njod  ah- 
demeanour  and  the  molt  fup- 

pficat»on  of  her  lovrr)  the  finaPeil  fur- 
lender.  H lave  for  itloriana 
was  founded  on  rrafon,  and  not  on  a 
d.>atir.g  fordnefr,  which  dil'graces  a  man 
of  pruilcnce.  He  cor.fidered  her  per- 
lon  a»  an  chie^  he  lliould  be  loon  tired 
of  in  the  poirefTion,  were  (lie  n«  t  endued 
with  good  nature,  and  an  underftanding 
which  rendered  her  a  nod  dchreab’.c 
companion.  Honc^ius  would  ne- 

vtT  ft.'op  to  fawn  and  Hatter,  and  u fed 
the  free iom  to  teil  her  of  her  failings. 
This  prc*cccding  difgufted  Clorianat 
who  natnraViy  imagined  that  the  man 
whocoidd  talk  in  that  undifguifed  drain 
to  her  when  fhe  was  free,  would  be  an 
abfolcte  tyrant  to  her  if  he  had  her  in 
his  power.

1HAVE  fo  long  paid  an  attention  to  the 
amulements  and  the  follies  of  the 
times,  not  to  recommend,  but  to  cry 
them  down,  that  I  thought  the  other 
day  it  was  high  time  to  vary  my  obferva- 
tions,  and  change  myftilcand  Icntimcnt. 

I  met  a  veteran  foldier begging;  maimed 
and  blind; — 1  afked  his  hillory.  it  was 
this.  His  name  was  Henry  Halbert,  born 
of  plain  and  honed  parents  in  the  town 
of  Beverley,  where  he  was  i  ducaicdat 
the  grammer-fehool,  and  buuad  appren¬ 
tice  to  a  tanner ;  but  a  recruiting  drum 
allured  his  ear,  and  whetted  his  courage 
I  for  war.  He  entered  at  the  drum*head, 
and  thought  the  fpeech  of  the  ferjeant 
furpaffed  ihe  declamations  of  the  fchool, 
or  the  oratory  of  the  pulpit.  He  was  too 
well  informed  to  be  long  in  making  a 
progrefi  in  his  prufeflion,  and  bring  fo- 
ber,  honed,  and  alert,  he  attracted  the 
eyes  of  his  officers,  and  obtained  their 
good  opinion.  The  regiment  be  belong¬ 
ed  to  v/rtS  ordered  on  various  ferviccs.  It 
wag  theaith:  wherein  be  found  a  cap* 
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tain  from  his  native  place,  of  foch  oa« 
blameable  mind,  honed  foul,  and  gallant

They  were 
both  generous,  hofpitable,  humane,  and 
brave:  the  fervant  was  ever  watchful  of 
his  mader’s  health  and  fame;  the  mader 
of  the  fervant’s  welfare.  Thefc  two 
commenced  foldiers  in  the  early  days  of 
their  lives,  and  fought  together  cheek  by 
jowl  at  Mahon,  Rochfort,  St  Cat,  Gua« 
daloupe,  Martinique,  &c.  and,  in  their 
paflTages  to  and  from  the  Wed  Indiet, 
they  were  attacked  in  their  traiifportSt 
having  lod  their  convoy :  and  here  they 
made  a  mod  gallant  ftand,  beat  off  a 
warm  , privateer,  and  arrived  to  do  their 
duty  in  the  Leew^ard  ifles.  Their  return 
w’as  not  fo  aufpicious — a  fecond  privateer 
engaged  them,  and,  after  a  long  and  obfti* 
nale  refidance,  the  gallant  captain  and 
his  man  Harry  were  wounded  ;  which 
damped  the  zeal  of  the  crew,  and  they 
flruck  to  the  French  (hip,  which  carried 
them  into  St  Malocs.  The  gallantry  of 
this  aidiun  fo  pleafed  Mr  Charles  Townf* 
end,  then  fccretary  of  war,  that  he  dif- 
patched  a  cartel  on  purpofe  to  bring 
bick  the  captain  and  Harry  Halbert,  af- 
furing  him  of  a  majority. 

However,  1  am  not  writing  tkebiftor^ 
of  the  captain,  but'  of  his  mao.  Peace 
foon  commencing,  Halbert  was  obliged 
to  quit  his  maftcr*s  fervice,  not  by

But  notwithllanding 
the  degeneracy  of  princes  and  their  mi- 
nifters— flill,  amidlt  all  the  evils,  and 
fretting  exigei'cles  of  the  world— let  me 
advilc  every  officer  to  exert  his.  talcotf 
and  his  a-ms  to  the  laft,  nor  yield  in  re¬ 
treat  to  defpondcocy  and  woe:  good 
men  in  all  dates  have  met  with  the  iron 
reverte  of  fortune.  Bclifarius  begged 
blind,  and  Xenophon  got  fo  little  from 
his  churlilh  countrymen,  though  he  fc* 
cured  the  retreat  of  the  ten  thoufand, 
that  he  found  himfelf  at  laft  fo  very  di* 
ftreUed,  as  to  be  obliged  to  oftcur  hit  fer* 
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tires  to  Seuthes  king  of  Thrace,  and  to 
fell  his  ho|ffe  and  warlike  furniture.  But 
af)  the  learned  and  political  Burgh  hath

Curfory  Remarks  tnadc  in  ^  Tour 
through  the  Northern  Parts  ey’ Eu¬ 
rope,  particularly^  Copenhagen, 
Stockholm,  and  Peterfburgh.  By 
N.  WRAXALL,ytf«. 

IN  our  laft  [P,  181.],  an  account  was 
given  from  this  work  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  and  fomc  of  the  curiofities  of  Co¬ 
penhagen  :  The  following  contains  our  au¬ 
thor’s  remarks  on  the  affairs  of  Swe¬ 
den: 

Stockholm^  June  3. 1774. 
"  I  WILL  endeavour,  as  faraspofli- 
blc,  to  comply  with  your  requeft  relative 
to  the  young  king  of  Sweden,  and  to 
draw  a  faithful  portrait  of  him  from  the 
lights  I  have  been  able  to  obtain.  His 
perfon,  charadler,  and  actions,  arc  all 
f^ubjeds  fo  agreeable  and  flattering,  that 
there  is  little  need  to  requeft  a  Swede  to 
converfc  upon  them.  You  mufl  cxcufe 
ine  if  I  caj-ry  you  a  little  back  in  their 
hiftory,  in  order  to  give  you  a  more 
complete  idea  of  the  late  revolution,  and 
prefent  form  of  government. 

“  I'hc  opprcffion  of  the  concluding 
years  of  the  reign  of  Charles  the  XII. 
was  fuch,  that,  on  liis  death  in  17x8,  the 


ftates  obliged  his  After  Ulrica  Eleonora, 
previous  to  her  afeending  the  throncy  to 
renounce  all  hereditary  right,  or  abfolute 
power,  and  to  hold  the  crown  merely  by 
e1e<5tive  confent.  She  reflgned  even  this 
limited  fovcrcignty  two  years  after,  into 
the  hands  of  her  bufband  the  prince  of 
Hefl'e,  who  died  in  1751.  He  had  the 
reputation  of  a  brave  and  a^ive  king, 
and,  it  is  generally  apprehended,  wou& 
have  repoffeiTed  himfelf.of  that  power 
which  his  queen  had  been  deprived  of, 
if  his  want  of  children  had  not  made  him 
indifferent  to  an  acqnifition  which  hf 
could  not  tranfmit  to  his  defeendants. 

**  Adolphus,  the  late  fovereign,  was  a 
'weak  man,  and  under  him  the  demo- 
cratical  authority  attained  its  utmoft 
height.  The  royal  revenue  was  very' in¬ 
adequate  to  his  dignity,  and  his  weight 
in  the  fcale  of  goycroment  inconfiderable 
and  defpifed. 

**  In  this  (Ituation  Guftavus  the  lit, 
fuccceded  to  the  crown.  He  poITcfled 
the  iamc  advantages  over  bis  two  imme¬ 
diate  predeceflbrs,  which  hit  prefent 
majefty  George  the  111.  of  England  did 
over  his,  on  bis  acceffion.;  that  be  was 
born  io  the  country  over  which  he

great,  as  to  occafiou  a  great  advance  in 
the  prices. 

They  write  from  Exeter,  that  there  is 
row  as  great  demand  in  'the  Weft  of 
England  lor  woolen  cloths  to  be  expor- 
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ted,  as  hai  been  knowh*  at  any  time  for 
»o  years  pafl.
